this vegetable last season rosy discourage 
some of oar 
formers from attempting to 


raise them this year. The cabbage is on ei- 
cellent food for cattle and even at last sea- 
son s prices it ia doubtless an economicnl 
forage crop. 
With Ibis thought in view 


one can plant this crop with tho satisfactory 
feeling that if they will tot sell lo advan- 
tage, they can bo fed to the stock. The 
outer leaves of tho cabbage are the most nu. 
tntious.andthoyonng plants aro superior 
to the old. Aa n fodder crop the opened 
leated varielies are to bo preferred to the 
more compact kinds. A Scotch eipni- 
menter foncd he conld obtain forty two 
tons of cabbage per acre, but only twenty 
>ii tons of tnrnips. He learned also that 
the profit made by converting these foods 
into mutton was greater in tho case of the 
cabbage by abont 59. The great drawback 
to the use of cabbage is that it cannot bo 
stored for any length of time like (he tur- 
nip and mangel.
